poſe of relieving the Afflicted, have been

Among the loud Cries of various Diſtreſs, 
which have reached the Ears of the Com- 
paſſionate, Attention has been given to the 
Voice of indigent Women laboring with 
Child. The Extremity of their Situation 

has 
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has been generally acknowledged, and ſe- 
veral Expedients have been propoſed for 


their Aſſiſtance. Hoſpitals have been opened 
to receive them in common with the Sick ; 


nay, Hoſpitals have been built and main- 


tained intirely for their Benefit. With a 
View ſingly to this Species of Diſtreſs 
was inſtituted, in the Yr ar 1757, THE 
CHARITY FOR DELIVERING 
POOR MARRIED WOMEN AT 


THEIR OWN HABITATIONS. 


A Concurrence of Cauſes operated in 
Fayor of this Deſign. The humane and 


public-ſpirited Gentlemen, who were firſt 


concerned in it, having a juſt Senſe of the 
diſtreſsful Situation of very poor Women 
in the Time of Travail, were deſirous of 
relieving them in a Way more convenient 
and effectual, than any hitherto adopted 
by the Public. They ſaw with Concern, 
that only a ſmall Part of that great Mul- 
titude, which wanted Help in this large 
City, could poſſibly hy it by the Means

of Hoſpitals; .and that, with reſpect to 
theſe Hoſpitals, the taking Women in La- 


bor from their Huſbands and F amilies was 
liable to ſtrong Objections was incon- 
venient to the Patients themſelves

married People —— and withal very ex- 


penſive to the Public. They therefore 


agreed in a new Scheme for relieving the 


Diſtreſs in queſtion—— clear of the above 


Objections. At the ſame Time they had 
the Pleaſure of perceiving, that their new 


Deſign would, mcidentall ly, be productive : 


of general Good, by increaſing the Num- 
ber of Mkilful and honeſt Midwives ; who, 
inſtructed i in their Art at the Charge of this 
Charity, and placed i in various Parts of the 
Town, would be ready to adminiſter their 
Ada to any Perſons that might want it. 


Whether this Deſign i is well adapted to 
theſe ſeveral Purpoſes, i is here ſubmitted to 


the Conſideration of the Public, 
B I. This 
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I. This Charity comprehends a much 
greater Number of Women, than any other 
inſtituted for the ſame general Purpoſe of 
helping indigent Women in their Lyings- in. 
The Sum expended by this Society in the 
Courſe of the laſt Year was One thouſand 


One hundred Seventy-three Pounds and 


upwards, which Sum was found ſufficient 
to relieve Four thouſand One hundred and 
one Women. How impracticable were the 
Attempt to ere& and endow Hoſpitals for 
ſuch a Multitude? And yet a much larger 
Number would rejoice to partake of this 
Charity. In proportion to its having been 


more known, it has increaſed in the Favor 


of the Public. Honoured with the Patro- 
nage of his Royal Highneſs the Prince of 
WALES, it aſpires to univerſal Notice and 
Eſteem. Should the Subſcriptions ſtill 
greatly increaſe, to how large a Circle of 
poor People may it communicate Aſſiſt- 
ance; and, with the Blefling of Providence, 
how many Lives of Women and Children 
may it preſerve ! 
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It has been objected to this Charity, that 9 
the Aſſiſtance it affords at preſent is too i 
fender ; that the ſupplying the Poor with 4 
Midwives and Medicines is but a ſmall 4 
and ineffectual Relief. But, let it be duly j 
weighed, that if the Aſſiſtance were greater, 0 
only few Perſons in compariſon could be 4 
benefited.

Emergencies, is very valuable; and in or- 
dinary Caſes, the Relief is of conſiderable 
Service. Men of very low Condition can 
hardly purchaſe the Neceſſaries of Life; 
and if they have a family of Children, or 
a ſickly Wife, it will be found very diffi- 
cult for them (who, * are very rarely

Patterns of Oeconomy) to defray the Charges 
of a common Lying- in: Thoſe, who are 
moſt experienced i in this Matter, well know 
the Hardſhips Women undergo, | the long.

wives and proper Medicines. So trifling as 
ſome may think the Help afforded by this 
Charity, the Pains with which the Poor 
ſolicit it, the Joy they diſcover upon re- 
ceiving it, and the Gratitude they demon- 
ſtrate afterwards, are inconteſtable Proofs 
of the Value they ſet upon it; and they 


ſhould be no incompetent Judges of its

But are theſe Aſſertions agreeable to 
Truth! ? Women in general want Medi- 
eines at thoſe Times; and the Poor, who 
have only very coarſe and indifferent Food, 
and nothing to ſupply the Place of Medi- 
cines, have more particular Occaſion for 
them. The very indigent, who cannot 
purchaſe them, muſt do without them: 
But they too frequently feel the ſad Con- 
ſequences of it in their future Health. 
Neither is their Coſt inconſiderable; as 
may appear from the Expence incurred

People; many of them have as ſtron g At- 


tachments to each other, as thoſe who 
have been educated in higher Life, and 
with greater Advantages: They will do as 
much, ſuffer as much, and deny themſelves 
as much for each other, as People of ſu- 
perior Condition. This is undoubtedly true 
with reſpect to many a poor Couple. And 
how grievous will a Separation be to ſuch 
Perſons? Forced by extreme Want to ſub- 
mit to it, that the Wife may have the 
| Aſſiſtance of an Hoſpital in her Lying-in, 
with what Regret will they be divided ? 
what heart-rending Anguiſh will over- 
whelm them when they are taking a ſo- 
lemn, and perhaps a laſt Farewell of each 
other? Let any affectionate Pair, of what- 
ſoever Rank or Condition, ſay, whether 
they would not think, if the Caſe was 


their own, ſuch Separation moſt painful 
and afflictive, and be induced to undergo 
almoſt any Inconvenience, rather than con- 
ſent to it. And ſuch has actually been the 
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Reſolution of many poor Women : They 
have refuſed the Succour of an Hoſpital 
upon account of this cruel and inſupport- 


able Separation ; they have choſe rather to 
incur any Expence, endure any Hardſhips, 
run any Riſks of Life and Health,” than, 
at ſo alarming a Time, be torn from thefr 
Huſbands and Homes, And though the 
Pleas of Affection are in many Inſtances 
over- ruled by the ſtronger Pleas of Neceſ- 
ſity, and, in conſequence, a Separation. i is 
complied with ; yet the Anxiety uſually 
ſuffered, both by the Huſband and Wife, 
in ſuch Caſes, is ſo great, as of itſelf to 
create an inſurmountable Objection to this 


Method of Relief. 


The Wife being a Mother, the Impro- 
priety of removing her to an Hoſpital i 18 
ſtill more apparent. Not to inſiſt on the 
Sorrow which a tender Mother will feel

Health impaired, and her Heart more 
ſtrongly attached to her domeſtic Con- 


nexions, than at any other; what muſt be 


the Conſequence of it with reſpect to the 
Children? While the Wife continues at 
Home, the Huſband may purſue his Buſi- 
neſs Abroad. Her Preſence, with all the 
Diſadvantages of her Situation, will yet be 
of very beneficial Influence to her Family. 
Though able to do little or nothing her- 
ſelf, ſhe may give Directions to a Child or 
a Nurſe concerning the moſt material Af- 
fairs: She may be up, and able to do 
many Things for her Children, long before 
the Cuſtomary Time of diſcharging Women 
from the Lying-in Hoſpitals. No one need 
be reminded of the Importance of a Mo- 
ther's Reſidence in a poor Man's Family, 
with regard to the Safety, Cleanlineſs, Be- 
haviour, and Happineſs of the Children. 
If ſhe be removed, the Huſband muſt 
forego the Profits of his conſtant Labor to 
ſupply her Place at Home; or, if extreme 
Penury makes that impracticable, he muſt 
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be at the Charge of hiring ſome Perſon to 


look after his deſerted Children; or, his 
Circumſtances not allowing him to do even 
that, the helpleſs Infants muſt be left for 
the moſt Part intirely to themſelves. 


There is one Thing more not to be 
omitted in this Place. By delivering Wo- 
men at their own Houſes, the mutual Re- 
gard of Huſband and Wife is better con- 
ſulted, than by any Method which requires 
a Separation. To Perſons cloſely connected 
by the Ties of Habit, Affection, and In- 
tereſt, Intervals of Danger to either Party 
are found to ſupport and ſtrengthen reci- 
procal Love. They improve the tender 
Paſſions, give them Room to exert and 
diſplay themſelves more freely, than they 
are wont to do in Seaſons of Security and 
more general Intercourſe. The Bleflings 
of the matrimonial Union will be more 
ſenſibly felt under the quick and fearful 
Apprehenſion of its Diſſolution: The 
Eſteem and Kindneſs, which before ſeemed 
to

to be languid and expiring, then revives 
and kindles afreſh with all the Warmth 
and Strength of the moſt paoſſinate En- 


dearment. It is therefore another Objec- 


tion to the Mode of Relief by Hoſpitals, 
that the Separation of Huſband and Wife 


intercepts theſe fair Occaſions of teſtifying 


and confirming their mutual Affection. 


III. The induſtrious Poor are the Sup- 
port of a Community; conſequently, every 


Expedient that tends to the Preſervation 


of their Lives and Healths is of general 


Utility. This Charity is particularly ſub- 
ſervient to this End. By helping to ſupply 
the neceſſitous Women of this Metropolis 
with cheap and experienced Midwives (the 
Want of which has been much lamented) 
it will prevent the Sickneſs and Death of 
many Women, and fave the Lives of many 
Infants. The Public is intreated to attend 
to the ſpecial Advantages which will hence 
accrue to Society. 
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The Mid wives are ſettled in various Parts 
of London, 7 eftminſter, and Southwark, and 
are in the Way to attend any Lying-in 
Women in their reſpective Neighbour- 
hoods. They have been carefully inſtructed - 
4 in their Art by the Conſulting Phyſician at 
10 the ſole Charge of this Charity; and are not 
employed by the Society until the Phyſician | 
has made report to the Committee of their 
being duly qualified for the Office.

Great Care is taken 
to know the Characters of Women recom- 
mended for this Truſt, and that Care has 
hitherto ſo well ſucceeded, that few Com- 
plaints have been made a? all, very few juftly
